However, 1 asked Wilson to send us 
report in order that we might look at it further. 


3. Mr. McAfee, Coordination Staff of State 

Department, called regarding a constituent letter which Senator Wiley 
referred to State for reply. McAfee gave me the text of the constituent 
letter and State ! s proposed reply; the substance of which was that the 
Department saw no reason to deny to one of their staunchest allies 
equipment to be used for the collection of information concerning an 
enemy which threatened its existence. I advised McAfee we would have 
no objection to such a reply. 
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
